I was brought up as a heathen boy 
at a heathen kraal, or village, as you 
would call it in America. In this 
raal I was not like a child in America: 

there a child has many good people 
around him who care for him and do 
not cease day and night working for 
his good. Children there onght to be 
very thankful to have praying fathers 
and mothers, to have holy and devoted 
ministers of religion who teach them 
about Jesus and His love. Oh, what 
a sweet thing it is for a child to kneel

The rough-looking grunter is a very 
indifferent traveler. He may put up 
with most everything lese with equa- 
nimity, but traveling uses him up right 
of, Hog tralnsoccaslion the rallroad- 
ers more worry and trouble than two 
or three other trains. 

It seems that If hogs are given half 
a chance, as it were, they will smother 
todeath. They can't stand very well 
while the train is in motion, and are 
too round to be wedged together up- 
eight, as are the cattle. The hogs lie 
down, and the great masses of heated, 
breathing bodies pile 80 closely to- 
gether that the greatest care must be 
taken to prevent wholesale smothering 
before the Journey is ended. 

„Water the hogs” is the order given 
the hog train gang, and water them 
oft and well” is added, if the weather 
be dry and sultry. 

If the hogs were not watered the 
Fastern buyer would rarely, if ever, 
receive Western pork fit for killing for 
market.

THE USE AND PHILOSOPHY oF 
PRAYER—EXAMPLES OF PRAY- 
ER IN MANNER AND 
POSTURE, 


Wow Observed in all Ages —Relation 
of Patriarchs, Prophets, Apos- 
tles, Primitive Fathers and 
Church to Prayer, 


Prayer, a request or petition for 
mereies; or it is an offering up our 
desires to God for things agreeable to | 
His will, in the name of Christ, by the | 
help of His Spirit, with confession of | 
our sins, and thankful acknowledge- 
ment of His mercies.” Nothing can 
be more rational or consistent than 
the exercise of His duty. It is a di- 
vine injunction that men should al, 
ways pray, and not faint, —Lake, xviii- 

It is highly proper we should ac 
knowledge the obligations we are un 
der to the Divine Being, and suppli 
cate His throne for the blessings wo 
stand in need of. It int essential to | 
our peace and felicity and is the hap- 
Py means of our carrying on and en- 
joying fellowship with God. It has 
an influence on our tempers and con- 
duet and evidences our snbjection and 
obedience to God, We shall here con- 


ider the object, nature, kinds, mat- | 
ter, manner and forms of prayer, to- | 
gether with its eflcacy, aud the ob- 


jections made against it. 

I. The object of prayer is God alone, 
through Jesus Christ, as the Media- 
tor, All supplications, therefore, to 
saints or angels, are not ouly useless, 
but blasphemons; all worship of the 
creature, however exnited that 
creature is, is idolatry, and strictly 
prohibited in the sacred law 
of God. Nor are we to pray to | 
the Trinity, as three distinct Gods; for 
thongh the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost be addressed in various parts of | 
the seripture. II Cor. xiii, 14; II Thess. | 
ii, 16, 17, yet never as three Gods, for | 
that wonld lead ns directly to the doe- | 
trine of polytheiem. The more ordi- 
nary mode the scriptnre points out is, | 
to address the Father throngh the 
Son, depending on the spirit to help | 
our infirmities. Eph. ii, 18; Rom. viii, 
26. 

IT. As to the nature of this daty, it 
must be that it does not 
cons1st in the elevation of the voice, 
the posture of the body, the use of a 
form, or the mere extemporary use of 
words, nor, properly speaking, in any 
thing of an exterior nature; but simply 
the offering np of out dexires to God. 
Matt. xv, 8. It has been generally di- 
vided into adoration, by which we ex- 
press our sense of the goodness and 
great ness of God, Dan. iv, 34, 35; 
confession, by which we acknowledge 
our unvorthiness, I John i, 9; snppli- | 
cation, by which we pray for pardon, 
grace or any blessing we want, Matt. | 


observed 


vii, 7; intercession, by which we pray , 
16, and thanks- 


for others, James v, 
giving, by which we express onr grati- 
tade to God, PhiL iv, 6. To which 
dome add invocation, a making men- 
tion of one or more of the names of 
God; pleading, argning our case with 
God in an humble and fervent man- 
ner, dedication, or surrendering our- 
selves to God: deprecation, by which e 
desire that evils may be averted; bless- 
ings, ih which we express onr joy in 
(Gold, and gratitnade for his mercies; 
bat, as all these appear to me to be 1n- 
cluded in the first five parts of prayer, 
I think they need not be insisted on. 
III. The different kinds of prayer 
are: I. Ejaculatory,...by...which _ the : 
mind is directed to God on any emor- 
geney, It is derived from the word 
ejacnlor, to dart or «hoot ont sudden 
ly, and is therefore appropriate to de- 
seribe this kind of prayer, which is 
made np of short sentences, sponta- 


neously springing from the mind. 
The Serrptnres afford us many in- 
stances of ejaculatory prayer. — Exod. 


xiv, 15; Ist Sam. i, 13; Rom. vii, 24-25; 
Gen. xliii, 29; Judges xvi, 28; Luke 
xXiii, 42-43, It is one of the principal 
excellences of this kind of prayer, that 
it can be practiced at all times, and in 
all places; in the public ordinances of | 
religion; in all onr ordinary and ex- 
traordinary undertakings; in times of 
affliction, temptation*and danger; in 
seasons of social intercourse; in world- 
ly business, in traveling, in siekness 
and in pain. In fact, everything 
aronnd ns, and every event that trans- 
pires, may afford ns matter for ejacu- 
Intion It e worthy, therefore, of our | 
practice, especiallx when we consider | 
that it is a species of devotion that can | 
receive no impediment from any ex- 
ternal circumstances; that it has a 
tendency to support the mind, and 
ke pit in a happy frame; fortifies ns | 
against the temptations of the world; 
6levites or affections to God; direets 
the mind into a spiritual channel; and | 
has a tendency to excite” trust and de- 
pendence on Divine Providence. | 
Secret or closet prayer another | 
kind of prayer to which we «houl+ at; 
tend. It has its name from the man- 
ner in which Christ recommended it, 
Matt. vi, 6. He himself set us an ex- 
ample of it, Luke vi, I2; and it has 
been the practice of the saints in every 
age, Gen. xxviii, xxii; Dan, vi, 10; 
Acts, x, 9. There are some particular | 
occasions when this duty may be prac- 
ticed to advantage, as when we are 
entering into any important sitnation, 
undertaking, anything of consequenee; 
before we go into the world; when 
calamities surround ns, Isa. xxvi, 20; 
or when ease and prosperity attend ns. 
A closet prayer is calenlated to inspire 
us with peace, defend us from our spirit- 
nal enemies, excite ns to obedience, 
and promote our real happiness; we 
should be watchful lest the stapidity 
of our frame, the intrusion of com- 
pany, the cares of the world, the insinn, 
ations of Satan or the indulgence of

sensual objects prevent ns from the 
constant exercisze of this Necesrary 
and important duty. 3. Family 
prayer 1s another part not to 
be neglected. It is true there Is 
no absolnte command for this in 


God's word, yet from hints, allusions 
and examples we may learn that it was 
the practice of our forefathers: Abra. 
ham, Gen. xviii, 19; David. IT Samnel 
vi, 20; Solomon, Prov. xxii, 6, Job, 1, 
4, 5, Joshna xxiv, 15. See also Eph. 
vi, 4, Prov. vi, 20, Jer. x, 25, Acts x, 
2, 30, Acts xvi, 15. Family prayer 
indeed may not be essential to the 
character of a true Christian, but it is 
surely no honor to the heads of fami- 
lies to have it said that they have uo 
religion in their houses. If we con-

The objection often made to family 
prayer is want of time, but this is a very 
frivolous excuse, since the time allot- 
ted for this purpose need be but short, 
and may easily be redeemed from 
sleep or business. Others say they 
have no gifts, but it should be remem- 
bered that gifts increase by exercise, 
and no man can properly decide, unless 
he make repeated trials. Others are 
deterred through shame, or the fear of 
man; in answer to such we shall refer 
them to the declarations of our Lord: 
Matt. x, 37, 38; Mark viii, 38. As to 
eason for family prayer, every 
ust determine for itself; but 


befor r at night seems most 
proper; a quarter of an 
hour or t y minutes may be 
sufficient as* to the tims. 
4. Social prayer is another kind 


Christians are called npon to attend to. 
It is denominated social prayer be- 


tians in their collective capacity, con- 
voned for that particular purpose, 
either on some peculiar and extraordi- 
nary occasions or at a stated and regu- 
lar season. Special prayer meetings 
are such as are held at the meeting 
and parting of intimate friends, 


when the church is in 1 
state of unusnal deadness and barren- 
ness, when ministers are sick or taken 
away by death, in times of publie 
calamity and distress, etc. Stated 
meetings for social prayer are such as 


have a special regard to the state of 
the nation and churches, missionary 
prayer meetings for the spread of the 
Gospel, weekly meetings held in most 
of the congregations which have a 


| more particular reference to their own | 
| churches, ministers, the sick, feeble, 


and weak of the flock. Christians are | 
greatly encouraged to this kind of | 


Prayer from the consideration of the 


promise— Matt. xviii. 20; the benefit 
of mutual supplications; from the ex- | 
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| ample of the most eminent primitive 


saints— Mal. iii, 16; Acts xii, 12; the 
answer giyen to prayer Acts xii, 1-12; | 
xxxvii, etc., and the 
signal blessing they are to the 
ehareches—Pbil. i, 19; II. Cor. i, 11. 
These meetings, should be attended 
with regularity; those who engage 
should study simplieity, brevity, 
Scripture language, seriousness of 
spirit, and everything that has a ten- 
dency to edification, We now come, 
astly, to take notice of the public | 
prayer, or that in which the whole | 
congregation is engaged, either in re- 
peating a set form or acquniescing with 
the prayer of the minister who leads 
their devotions. This is both an an- 
cient and important part of religious 
exercise; it was a part of the patri- 


archical worship Genesis iv, 56; it 
was also carried on by the Jews ER 
odns xxix, 43; Lake i, 10; it was a 


part of the temple service Izaiah lvi, 
7; I Kings viii, 59. Jesus Christ rec- 
ommended it both by his example and 
instruction Matthew xviii, 20; Luke 
iv, 16, The diseiples also attended 


to it Acts ii, 41-42, and the scriptures 


in many places countenance it Exodus 
xx, 24; Psalms Ixiii, 1-2; Psalms Ixxzxiv, 
11; Psalms xxvii, 4. | 

IV. Of the matter of prayer—it is | 
necessary to furnish ourselves with 
proper matter that we may be able to 
hold much converse with God; to en 
tertain ourselves and others agreeably 
and devontly in worship; to assist the 
exercise of our own grace and others 
by a rich supply of divine thought and 
desires ingprayer, that we may not be 
1 to make too long and indecent 


forced 
panses whilst we are performing that 


we have begun for want of matter; 
nor pour out abundance of words to 
dress up narrow and scanty sense for 
want of variety of devont thoughts. 
We should labor after farge nc 
quaintance with all things that belong 
to religion; for there is nothing that | 
relates to religion but may properly 
make some part of the matter of our 
A great acquaintance with 
God in his nature, perfections, works 
and word; an intimate acquaintance 
With ova, a tivety Sense f 
oar own frames, wants, sorrows and 

joys will supply us with abundant 

furniture. We should also be watch- | 
fal observers of the dealings of God | 
with us in every ordinance and in | 
the working of onr heart toward God 
or toward the creature, and often ex 
amine our temper aul our life, both | 


in our natural, our civil and relig- 
ions actions. For this purpose, as 


well as upon many other accounts, it | 
will be of great advantage to keep by | 
in writing some of the most re- 
markable providences of God, aud in- 
stunces of His mercy or anger towards 
Us, and some of our most remarkable 
carriazes towards Him, whether sins or 
duties, or the exercises of grace. 2. 
We should not content ourselves 
merely with generals; but if we wish 
to be furnished with larger supplies of 
matter, we must descend to particulars | 
in onr "confesSions;, 
thanksgivings. We should enter into 
a particular consideration of the at- 
glories, the graces and 
the relations of God. We should Ex- 
press gur sins, our wants, and our 
sorrows, with a particular sense of the 
monrnfalr eirenmetances that attend 
them. It will enlarge our hearts with 
prayer and humiliation if we confess 
aggravations that increase the 
guilt of onr sins, viz.: Whether they 
have been committed against knowl- 
edge, against the warnings of consci- 
ience, etc. It will furnish ns with 
large matter, if we run over the exalt- 
ing and heightening circumstances of 
our mereies and comforts, viz. : that 
they are great and spiritual, and eter- 
nal as well as temporal. Our petitions 
and thanksgivings, in a special man- 
ner, should be suited to the place and 
cirenmstances of ourselves, and those 
that we pray for. 3. It is very proper, 
at solemn seasons of worship, to read 
some part of the word of God, or 
some spiritual treatise written by holy 
men; or to converse with fellow Chris- 
tians about divine things, or to spend 
some time in recollection or medita- 
tion of things that belong to religion, 
This will not only supply us with di- 
vine matter, but will compose our 
thoughts to a solemnity. Just before 
we engage in that work we should be 
absent a little from the world, that our 
spirits may be freer for converse with 
God. 4. If we find our hearts, after 
all, very barren, and hardly know how 
to frame a prayer before God of onur- 
selves, it has been often times useful 
to take u book in our hand, wherein 
are contained some spiritual medita- 
tions in a petitionary form, some de- 
vout reflections, or) excellent patterns 
of prayer; and, above all, the Pzalms

Bat let ns be sure to insist most upon 
those things which are warmest in our 
hearts, especially in secret. Wo should 
let those parts of prayer have the 
largest share in the performance for 
which our spirit is best prepared, 
whether it be adoration, petition, con- 
fexsion or thankagiving. 6. © 
should suit the matter of our 
prayers to the special occasion of each 
particular duty, to the circumstances 
of the time, place and persons with 
and for whom we pray. This will 
direct ns to the choice of proper 
thoughts and langnage for every part 
of prayer. 7. We should not affect to 
pray long for the sake of length, or to 
stretch ont our matter by labor and 
toil of thought beyond the furniture 
of our own spirit. Sometimes a person 


is betrayed by an affectation of 
long prayers into crude, rash 
and unseemly expressions; We are 


tempted hereby to tantologies, to say 
the same thing over and over again. 
We are in danger of tiring those that 
join with us. We exceed the season 
that is allotted for ns in prayer, expe- 
cially when others are to succeed in 
the same word. 

V. Of the method of prayer. 
Method is necessary to guide our 
thoughts, to regnlate odr expressions, 
and dispose of the several parts of 
prayer in such an order as is most 
easy to be understood by those that 
join with ns, and most proper to ex- 
cite and maintain onr own devotion 
and theirs, This will he of use to 
secure us from confusion, prevent, 
repetitions, and guard us against rov- 
ing digressions, The general rules of 
method in prayer are these three: 
I. Let the general and the particu- 
lar heads in prayer be well distin- 
gnished, and usually let generals be 
mentioned first, and particulars fol- 
low. 2. Let things of the same kind, for 
tho most part, be put together in 
prayer. We should not run from one 
part to another by starts and sudden 
wild thoughts, and then return 
often to the same part again, 
backward and forward 
in confusion. This hewilders the 
mind of him that prays, disgusts our 
fellow-worshippers and injures their 
devotion. 3, Let those things, in 
every part of the prayer, which are the 
proper objects of our julgment, be 
first mentioned, and then those that 
influence and move our affections, not 
that we should follow such a manner 


entangle the sense, 3. Our lan- 
gnage should be grave and decent, 
which is a medium between 
magnificence and meanness; we 
Should avoid all glittering language 
and affected style. An excexsive fond- 
ness of elegance and finery of style in 
prayer discovers the same pride and 
yanity of mind as an affection to many 
jewels and fine apparel in the honse of 
God; it betrays ns into a neglect of 
our hearts, and of experimental re- 
ligion, by an affectation to make the 
nicest «peech, and say the finest things 
we can, instead of sincere devotion, 
and praying in the spirit. On the 
other hand, we should avoid mean and 
coarse, aud too familiar expressions, 
such as excite any contemptible or 
ridienlons ideas; such as raise any 
improper or irreverent thonghts in the 
mind, or base and impure images, for 
these much injure the devotion of 
our fellow-worshipers, 4, 6 
should eek after those ways 
of expression that are pathetical, such 
as denotes the fervency of affection, 
and carry life and spirit with them; 
mech as may awaken and exercise our 
love, our hope, our holy joy, our sor- 
row, our fear and onr faith, as well as 
express the activity of those graces. 
This is the way to raise, assist and 
maintain devotion. We should, there- 
fore, avoid such a sort of style as 
looks more like preaching, which 
some persons that affect long prayers 
have been guilty of to a great degres, 
they have been speaking to the people 
rather than speaking to God; they 
have wandered away from God to 
Speak to men; but this is quite con- 
trary to the nature of prayer, for 
prayer is our own address to God, and

On the other side it is answered that 
it is neither reasonable nor Scriptural 
to look for the pattern of Christian 
worship in the Mosiac dispensation, 
which, with all its rites and ceremo- 
nies, 18 abrogated and done away; 
that, thongh forms may be of use to 
children and such as are very igno- 
rant; yet restriction to forms, either 
in public or private, does not seem 
Seriptural or lawful. If we look to 
the authority and example of Christ 


and His 'apostles, everything is 
in favor of extempore prayer. 
The Lord's prayer, it is ob- 


served, was not given to be a bet form, 
exclusive of extemporary prayer. It is 
further argued that a form cramps the 
desires, inverts the true order of pray- 
er, making our words to regulate our 
desires, instead of our desires regulat- 
ing our words; has a tendency to make 
ns formal; cannot be snited to every 
one's case; that it looks as if we were 
not in reality convinced of our wants, 
when we waut a form to express them; 
and, finally, in answer to the two first 
arguments, that it is seldom the case 
that those who are truly sensible of 
their condition, and pray extempore, 
do it in an impious and extravagant 
manner; and if any who have the gift 
of prayer really do so, and run into the 
extreme of enthusiasm, yet this is not 
the case with the generality, since an 
unprejudiced attention to those who 


pray eitempore must convince us that,”

praying. But it is answered that it 
may be agreeable to perfect wisdom to 
grant that to onr prayers which 
it would not have be agreeable 
to the same wizdom to have given us 
without praying for. But what virtue, 
yon will ask, is there in prayer, which 
should make a favor consistent with 
Wisdom, which would not have been 
so without it? To this question, which 
contains the whole difficenity attend-

A favor granted to prayer, may 
be more apt on that very acconnt to 
produce a good eftect upon the person 
obliged. Tt may hold iu divine bounty, 
what experience has raized into a pro- 

verb in tho collation of human bene 

fits, that what is obtained without ask 

ing, is oftentimes received withont grat- 
inde. 2. It may be conststent with the 
Wisdom of the Deity to withhold His 
favors till they be asked for, as an ex- 
pedient to encourage devotion in His 
rational creation, in order thereby to 
keep np and circulate a knowledge 
and sense of their dependency on Him. 
3, Prayer has a natural tendency to 
amend the petitioner himself; it com- 
poses the mind, humbles us under a 
conviction of what we are, and under 
the gracions influence of the Divine 
Spirit, assimilates ns into the divine 
image. Let it «nffice, therefore, to 
*ay, that, thongh we are certain that

The strong figure used 
by our Lord to designate the begin- 
nings of the gracions life—being born 
carried with it as its riches, and its 
chiefest meaning, the idea of likeness 
to God. The child is like, essentially 
and really, its parents. So being 
born of God insnres onr vital likeness 
to God. It is impossible to over- 
emphasize the work of regeneration, 
since it thns brings ns into the blessed 
character of God-likeness, But to 
properly deport ourselves daily in this 
new character, as in the world and yet 
not of the world, constitutes godliness 
as commonly set forth in God's word.

Letter From an African Young Lady 
Emigrant, 


Cuantorre Sr., Farxrows, 
Sierra Leone, W. Africa. 
Dran Eviron Voten or Missions: 

It gives me much pleasure to pre- 
sent you a short outline of my stay in 
Africa. 

I left Pine Blaff, Ark., March 6th, 
1895, leaving one sister, two brothers 
and other retatives behind, accompan- 
ied by six others of the family, includ- 
ing father and mother. There were 
198 persons; all except two arrived 
safely at Monrovia April 7th. We have 
now been here two years and a half. 
We have had to become acclimated, 
hence have had African fever, but the 
Lord was with ns, and will always be 
if we trust Him. I am now 19 years 
old and am very well satisfled in Afri- 
ca. I know that the Lord will take 
care of me here as well as in America. 

We have recently come to Freetown. 
All manner of improvement is going 
on here. A railroad, 45 miles 
loug, is already open, and 
trains are running on regular 
schedule. The natives often get hurt. 
Several have been killed by the train 
as they get excited and run before and

He himself set ns an ex- 
ample of it, Luke vi, 12; and it has 
been the practice of the saints in every 
age, Gen. xxviii, Xxii; Dan. vi, 10; 
Acts, x, 9. There are some particular 
occasions when this duty may be prac- 
ticed to advantage, as when we are 
entering into any important sitnation, 
undertaking, anything of consequence; 
before we go into the world; when 
calamities surround ns, Isa. xxvi, 20; 
or when ease and prosperity attend ns. 
A closet prayer is calculated to inspire 
us with peace, defend us from our spirit- 
nal enemies, excite ns to obedience, 
and promote our real happiness; we 
should be watchful lest the stupidity 
of our frame, the intrusion of com- 
pany, the cares of the world, the insinu, 
ations of Satan or the indulgence of 
sensual objects prevent ns from the 
constant exercise of this necessary 
and important duty. 3. Family 
prayer is another part not to 
be neglected. It is true there 1s 
no absolute command for this in 
God's word, yet from hints, allusions 
and examples we may learn that it was 
the practice of our forefathers: Abra- 
ham, Gen. xviii, 19; David, IT Samnel 
vi, 20; Solomon, Prov. xxii, 6, Job, 1, 
4, 5, Joshna xxiv, 15.

Wo should 
let those parts of prayer have the 
largest share in the performance for 
which our spirit is best prepared, 
whether it be adoration, petition, con- 
tession or thanksgiving. 6. We 
should suit the matter of our 
prayers to the special occasion of each 
particular duty, to the cirenmstances 
of the time, place and persons with 
and for whom we pray. This will 
direct ns to the choice of proper 
thoughts and langnage for every part 
of prayer. 7. We should not affect to 
pray long for the sake of length, or to 
stretch out our matter by labor and 
toil of thought beyond the furniture 
of our own spirit. Sometimes a person 
is betrayed by an affectation of 
long prayers into crude, rash 
and unseemly expressions; we are 
tempted hereby to tantologies, to gay 
the same thing over and over again. 
We are in danger of tiring those that 
join with us. We exceed the season 
that is allotted for us in prayer, espe- 
cially when others are to succeed in 
the same word. 

V. Ot the method of prayer. 
Method is necessary to guide our 
thoughts, to regulate orftr — —— 
and dispose of the several parts of 
prayer in such an order as is most 
easy to be understood by those that 
join with ns, and most proper to ex- 
cite and maintain our own devotion 
and theirs, This will be of use to 
secure 
repetitions, and guard us against rov- 
ing digressions. The general rules of 
method in prayer are these three: 
1, Let the general and the particu-

our fellow-worshipers, 4, VWs 
should seek after those ways 
of expression that are pathetical, such 
as denote the ferrency of affection, 
and carry life and spirit with them! 
mech as may awaken and etereise our 
love, our hope, our holy joy, our sor- 
row, our fear and our faith, as well as 
express the activity of those graces, 
This is the way to raise, assist and 
maintain devotion. We should, there- 
fore, avoid such a sort of style as 
looks more like preaching, which 
some persons that affect long prayers 
have been guilty of to a great degree, 
they have been speaking to the people 
rather than speaking to God; they 
have wandered away from God to 
peak to men; but this is quite con- 
trary to the nature of prayer, for 
prayer is our own address to God, and 
pouring ont our hearts before Him 
with warm and proper affections, 
5. We should not always confine 
ourselves to one set form of words to 
press any particular request, nor 
take too much pains to avoid an ex- 
pression merely because we nsed it in 
prayer heretofore, We need not be 
over-fond of a nice nniformity of 
words, nor of perpetnal dirersity of 
expression in every prayer—it is best 
to keep the middle between these two 
extremes. The imitation of those 
Christians and ministers that have the 
best gifts, will be an excellent direc- 
tion in this as well as in the former 
cases. As to the voice in prayer: In the 
first place our words should be all 
pronounced distinct, aud onght not to 
he made shorter by cutting off the last 
syllable, nor longer by the addition of 
hems and o's, of long breaths, affected 
groanings and useless sounds, eto.

VI. As to forms of prayer: We 
find this has been a matter of contro» 
versy among divines and Christians, 
whether such ought to be used or 
whether extempore prayers are not to 
be preferred. We shall state the ar- 
guments on both sides. Those who 
are. airoetes for forms observe that 
it prevents absurd, extravagant or im- 
pious addresses to God, as well as the 
confusion of extemporary prayer; that 
forms were used under the Old Testa- 
ment dispensation; and in proof there- 
of cite Num. vi. 24, 26; Num. x. 35, 36, 
On the ofhier side it is answered that 
it is neither reasonable nor Scriptural 
to look for the pattern of Christian 
worship in the Mosiac dispensation, 
which, with all its Tites and ceremo- 
nies, is abrogated and done away; 
that, though forms may be of use to 
children and such as are very igno- 
rant; yet restriction to forms, either 
in public or private, does not seem 
Seriptural or lawful. If we look to 
the authority and exanzple of Christ 
and His 'apostles, everything is 
in favor of extempore prayer. 
The Lord's prayer, it is ob- 
served, was not given to be a set form, 
exclusive of extemporary prayer. It is 
further argued that a form cramps the 
desires, inverts the true order of pray- 
er, making our words to regulate our 
desires, instead of our desires regulat- 
ing our words; has a tendency to make 
ns formal; cannot be snited to every 
one's case; that it looks as if we were 
not in reality convinced of our wants, 
when we want a form to express them; 
and, finally, in answer to the two first 
arguments, that it is seldom the case 
that those who are truly sensible of 
their condition, and pray extempore, 
do it in an impious and extravagant 
manner; and if any who have the gift 
of prayer really do so, and run into the 
extreme of enthusiasm, yet this is not 
the case with the generality, since an 
unprejudiced attention to those who 
priy ettempore must convince us that,

But it is answered that it 
may bo agreeable to perfect wisdom to 
grant that to our prayers which 
it would not have be agreeable 
to the same wiadom to have given us 
withont praying for. But what virtue, 
von will ask, is there in prayer, which 
should make a favor consistent with 
Wisdom, which would not have been 
so without it? To this question, which 
contains the whole diffienity attend 
ing the subject, the following poxs1 
bilities are offered in reply 
I. A favor granted to prayer, may 
be more apt on that very acconnt to 
produce a good effect upon the person 
obliged. It may bold in divine bounty, 
what experience has raized into a pro- 
verb in tho-rottsttoneof- hene- 
fits, that what is obtained without ask 
ing, is oftentimes received withoat grat- 
itudde. 2. It may be consistent with the 
Wisdom of the Deity to withhold His 
favors till they be asked for, as an ex 
pedient to encourage devotion in His 
rational creation, in order thereby to 
keep np and circulate a knowledge 
and sense of their dependency on Him. 
3. Prayer has a natural tendency to 
amend the petitioner himself; it com: 
poses the mind, humbles us under a 
conviction of what we are, and under 
the gracions influence of the Divine 
Spirit, assimilates ns into the divine 
image. Let it anffice, therefore, to 
say, that, thongh we are certain that 
God cannot be operated on, or moved 
as a fellow-creature may; that though 
we cannot inform Him of anything He 
does not know, nor add anything to 
His essential and glorions perfectons, 
by any services of ours, yet wo 
should remember that he has appoint- 
ed this as a means to accomplich an 
end; that he has commanded ns to en- 
gage in this important duty —1. Thess. 
v, 17; that he has promised his Spirit 
to assist us in it-—Rom, vin, 26; that 
the Bible abounds with unmerons an 
«wors to prayer, aud that the promise 
still relates to all who pray, that an- 
wers shall be given Matt. vii, 7;

Father in Christ: — Iseat myself to 
inform you of some things abont Africa, 
all of which I «end for publication 
Africa is a grand country, especially 
the part on the West coast, known as 
Liberia. The new settlement known 
as Johnsonville, is rich in minerals 
and is convenient to the capitol 
Monrovia—betwezn 18 and 20 miles 
np, or on, Monserrwlo river. Settled 
by Afro-Americans in 1891 and 92. A 
gold and silver mine has been discov- 
ered on the places of emigrants. The 
land is rich, producing sweet potatoes, 
sugar cane, corn, rice, cdoes, plantains, 
bananas, ginger, and vegetables of 
every kind will grow.
